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i. Kovin airport is located about threes kilometers from the town of Kovin, 
to the right of the Kovin-Pancevo highway. The airfield is surrounded by 2 
berbed wire fence, Its conmander is a lisutenant colonel whose name is 
mspecified but who is commonly known by the nickname of "Zemlja". He is 
a pilot, about 45 years old, end is a Communist. The Chief of Staff ia 
Major Novakovic, a pilot about 35 years old. He is a native of Belgrade 
and a former officer of the Royal Army. 


2. About 25 single-engine monoplenss were reported to be deployed at the 
airport. A map of the Kovin airport is attached; the key is as follows. 


(1) Entrance to the airport 

(2) Three two-story buildings under construction 

(3) Four wooden sheds used as offices end living quarters, built by the 
Germans 

(4) Concrete runways 

(5) Two hangars 

(6) Fuel dumps (in barrels and underground tanks) 

(7) Emplacements for two multi-barrel anti~sirocraft machine funs. 

(8) Garege located about one kilometer from the airport. 


3. Two large underground fuel dumps are currently boing constructed at Ogulin 
and Karlovac to be used by the Yugoslav Armed Forces (see attached 
sketches 1 and 2). 
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
